In other words, the county is practically 
broke, it htui had to borrow money to meet 
the bill* doe and ordered paid.' 

Tho board adopted the report of the fi- 
nance committee to have tho tax levied 
this year for ejtponBes for the enrrent year. 
In other word*, tho appropriation ordin- 
ance' for the bonrd practically provide* for 
tho following expenditures for the year: 

Construction of bridges. 815,000. 

I'rinting and stationery, $8,000. 

County farm and outside aid to poor, 
325,000. v 

State charitable institutions; 81,000. 
. Compensation of county officers. 80,000. 

Jury and coroner's fees, '81 0,000. 

Contingent fund for payment miscel- 
laneous claims and expenses, 825,000'. 

Total, 800.000. 

With an exciting cloie to the Friday 
afternoon , session the move to raise the 
^alfiriea of the different county officers *wns 
passed. 

Tho matter came up just beforo the close 
of the session aud win introduced by Sup- 
ervisor Miller. Supenvisor Raymond then 
moved that tho salary of judge bo raised 
to 82,500 per year. The motion was car- 
ried by ii vote of 14 to 4. 

Supervisor^ Applcton moved that the 
salary of county clerk bo raised to 62,500 
per year; Supervisor Miller Btated Unit ho 
did not think tin; rise warranted, as ho did 
- not believe the work of tho office was any 
. greater now than it was four years ago. 
The work in the office itself, he stated, 
might have- increased, hut extra clerks had I 
beftn hi red "to attend to it, -Ho therefore '

Supervisor Gibbs then moved that the 
salary of sheriff be increased to 81,800 per 
year, Supervisor Raymond objected, say- 
ing- that as tho sheriff, besides his salury, 
received, the rent, heating and light of a 
house, he Ihought'the salary sufficient. 

After much discussion and amendments 
the motion of Mr. Graham, that the salary, 
be Increased to 81,500 was carried by a veto 
of 11 to 8. 

Supervisor Conrad moved that the salary 
of deputy sheriff be increased from 8500 to 
8900 per year, and it was finally raised to 
8750 per year.

It Is a subject jvhlrh the spell- 
hinders will dilate upon In the fall cam* 
pnlgn. George K. Roberts; director of 
the mint, predicts Unit the era of high 
prices Is only beg! lining and that the cost 
of living will go higher. 

."Even at the present excessive prices," 
he said, "wo are not back to tho aver- 
age cost of living twenty years ago. Liv- 
ing Is higher t bin It was ten years ago, 
but It is not as costly as It was In the 
middle 80' s.

STORY OF CUBA'S STRIFE. 

J'rcseii* CondltlniiM In Itie Inland nnd 
CnniteM l.cmllnjf Thereto. 

The present revolution In Cuba has set 
the eyes of the -world on that island and 
the i«siies at stake are so important that 
every American wants to know the basic 
facts which linve resulted in the present 
crisis, says a writer In the New York 
Times, 

When Cuba was admitted into the fam- 
ily of nations it wait on ine understanding 
that she slum hi abstain from the custom 
Immemorial In Latlu-Amertcnn countries 
of indulging in revolutions mid revolts, it 
was stipulated that she should "be good;" 
ahto that she should decide by tlm rules 
and regulations tacitly In force and effect 
in nations, pre tending to civilization. The 
world did not take her unsupported word 
for tills pledge. The United States went 
on her bond to keep the peace, nnd ns n 
emisetptenve there was Inserted in the 
treaty of Parts n clause which I* known 
as "the Plntt amendment , T " which gives 
tlm United Suites government the rijrht 
to interfere in Cuban affairs at any time 
when the peace nnd prosperity of Cuba 
lire threatened. 

In any consideration of this Cuban* 
problem — and the people of the United 
States will hnve to consider it and settle 
it. whether they wish to or not — there un- 
certain essential facts which must be kepi 
in mind. 

In the first place. Cuba Is too valuable 
a piece of property to be made a jM'rpet- 
ual battlefield. Not In nil the world is 
there within reach of speedy developnien 
so ni atch less nn area of territory a wai tin? 
the application of labor tempted b) 
money. Cuba has a tillable area almost 
If not unite eipinl to thnt of Java— Cuba 
has a scattered population of perhaps 
1,7r»0,000 ( Java supports a swarm of near- 
ly ;iO,000,00(l. Cuba Is inevitably destined 
to become the agricultural flolconda of 
the earth, and from her exha listless soil 




look to the United *States for the protec- 
tion pledged, them. 

The causes underlying the present re- 
volt In Cuba are various. In the. first 
place, her people are nut Immune from 
that predilection .of. all Lntin-Americnn 
countries which makes thent prefer ou 
appeal to nrms rather than recourse to 
the peaceful arbitral ion of the ballot box. 

In the second place, too lu a try of the 
mate inhabitants of Cuba of voting ago 
desire to hold political or military po- 
sitions, and there are no(. nndJ never 
will be, enough paying jiosltluns to go 
around. 

In the third place, there arc Hoveral 
thousand men ou the island who have 
been engaged In wars since they were 
boys, nnd who do not know how to do 
anything else and 'Who do not care to 
learn. 

Ever h I nee Columbus discovered Cuba 
Ir 1ms been n battlefield. For 150 years 
prior to the Spanish-American war the 
native Cubans ami the negroes were 
at almost constant warfare against the 
Spanish authorities. Time and again, 
until this record is tiresome, the island 
wns devastated. Sugar' cane fields and 
mills were burned, tobacco plantations 
In Id waitte, and the hind marked with 
ruin from Capes Mnlsi to San Antonio. 
Yet such wus tbe natural ''productivity 
of the soil that fortunes were mil do In 
the intervals of peace, nnd billions of 
wealth poured Into Spain from I lie land 
It misgoverned. Our war with Spain 
wns waged to the purpose that the long 
era of oppression, bloodshed and law 
leHwness should forever end. In order 
that we might be acquitted or any na- 
tional ambition of new territory, we 
freely permitted Cuba to attempt the 
task mid to assume the responsibilities 
of self-govemmcui. 

It U probably true that there wns 
tdmrp practice and o|«n fraud in Hie 
last national election in Cuba. There 
is good reason to believe that Presi- 
dent Paittiu of the Moderates Is not 
the choice of the majority of the quali- 
fied voters of the, new republic, but It Is 
i-f pi ally certain that nu a lined revolt 
would have followed the election of nny 
Liberal candidate who might hnve been 
named. There are scores of complica- 
tions and Jealousies which enter into this 
problem, but they all tend to confirm the 
one conclusion, ami that is that the char- 
acter of the Cuban population is such as 
to render the continued experiment of 
national self-government too hazardous 
to be tolerated by the United States. 
Tii In Is not ttie language of diplomacy, 
but it expresses n truth which will be 
rccognteed sooner or later

The girl's dollur Mrs. Booth spent In 
helping n poor family, hut .the "life" 
man's. Bhe decided, should be used In 
buying something for the little prisoner 
of pain whose letter lind come with his. 

The next time that she visited the 
prison she' found the "life" mini walt- 
liiK eagerly to see her, He had read lu 
ttie prison paper how his dollar had 
been used, and a new Idea bad come to 
htm. The warden allowed him, the use 
of an old shanty, lu which lie raised 
caunries, und tie wanted to send one ■ 
to tbe Utile cripple, If she would , en re 
for It. Accordingly, n letter wns writ- 
ten to her njskliiff If she would care to 
have a canary. Per answer was full of 
delight. She had never had a bird In 
her life, she wrote. . 

So in the sprlnp; a slnRlns cnunry 
went' from the prison to the sick-room, 
nnd n letter conic buck to the prisoner 
—the beginning of a enrrespoiulence 
which has continued ever since. Neither 
wMI ever see ttie other, hut to eacli bus 
now come one of life's great gifts — a 
friend. From the -prisons of sin and 
suffering each soul found Its way to 
Xredom through tbe sumo golden key 
of kindness. 

Tho story Is only one of many. Mrs. 
Booth can tell countless Instances of 
courage and u usclushuc** ntul even 
splendid heroism among her "boys." 
and no one wilt over know all tho 
blessings that have como to the world 
from lives shut Jn- to pulu and suffer lug. 
But every such story bears n solemn 
question to those who nre well nnd 
free. If these two, "out of the apparent 
wreck of all tlint makes life worth llv- 
ItiK." could yet give Joy to others, what 
are we doing with our Infinitely greater 
opportunities?

There Is always more profit In rais- 
ing one good colt and In raising It right 
than In raising half n dozen mongrels 
and not raising them as they should bo 
raised. 



Tho man who goes to his stable, wa- 
ters his horses and gives them a light 
feed tho last thing every night before 
he retires, always has round* sleek, 
good-looking animals. 

' Low-headed trees* riro growing In 
favor, not only because they are likely 
to suffer less from tho wind, but bo- 
cause tVy protect tho bodies from sun* 
scald. Early prunlngs should bo made 
to produce those low head*. 

Provide shade for tho fowls nnd 
chicks. In tho absence of nnttiral 
simile, build some frames sir or eight 
feet square mid cover tho top with old 
boards, leaving all four aides open so 
that the air will have free circulation. 



The up-to-date farmer Is not a minor 
of tho 1 soil, digging out wealth, after- 
wards abandoning his farm, but ho Is 
a manufacturer. Tho miner always 
loaves a location as soob as It Is work- 
ed out.

Milk as a food for pigs has a feed- 
ing value far beyond ltn actual food ele- 
ments If given la the proper combina- 
tion with other rations, hut It is a 
great waste to raise pigs exclusively 
upon It, no matter how plentiful It 
may be. Middlings and grass should 
be fed with It, and so double the num- 
ber of pigs kept with the eaino amount 
of milk, 

A successful fruit grower soys: "I 
plow my. orehnrd every year. By plow- 
ing It I get a good growth on tho young 
trees, and get rid of a great innuy pests 
that would otherwise binder their 
growth. I find that orchards not* 
plowed'bate small apples, and the. trees 
nre stunted In their growth. It Is a 
good plan to trim out all broken-down 
limbs, for Insects will hide In the 
splinters. 

Eight gallons of water a day Is 'the 
averago quiyitlty required for n cow, 
and the' milk given Is about 87 per 
cent water. In some pastures, there Is 
no water; the cows being supplied night 
and morning, which forces ;the cow to 
drink four tuitions at a time In order 
to bo supplied. As tho cow does not 
know, that she must drink four gallons, 
Hhe may use less, nnd she will reduce 
her milk supply accordingly. 

When hay Jas been put 'In the barn 
In a damp condition nlno out of ten. 
persons will leave the doors of tho mow 
open so It will cool off. The opposite 
Is the correct thing to do, Hay that 
lo heating Is safer and better by hav- 
ing the mow closed up tight, with open- 
ings, If any, at the op, The molsure 
In the hnjvwlll rise. as vapor and will 
make Its exit At tho top, as tho roof 
Is kept hot, but in the other case It 
would condeoio at -the top of tho* hay 
by' the cooler sir admitted through the 
doors. ' ,

active search made for deposits else' 
where, In order to escape tho prospect 
of the higher prices which tho German 
potash mine owners nro trying to fores 
on tho fertilizer makers of tho -world.

Avoiding liar Choler*. * 

An Illinois stockman tells the follow; 
Ing story ancut his experience 'In rais- 
ing hogs amldmenaclug conditions: "I 
believe Implicitly In ' the proposition 
that sn ounce of prevention Is worth 
a pound of cure. Our notghbors' bogs 
wore dying of cholera and of course It 
was only a question of time, we 
thought, when the disease would attack 
and. decimate our herd. Ilut we took 
a stitch in time and It saied the entire 
herd. We gave the hogs calomel. It 
acts as a physic, thoroughly purging 
the bowels, and this Is of tbo most vi- 
tal Importance. Place ten grains of 
calomel In a place of "crackling" about 
the size of a, walnut and see that each 
animal gets bis dose. Ono dose Is suf- 
ficient lu most cases, but no barm will 
be done If another bo given a few days 
Inter." _ 

It Is self-evident that If proper meas- 
ures be resorted to prior to the Intro- 
duction of the disease Into tho herd It 
may be avoided. When once It has at- 
tacked the hogs there Is little or no 
hopo of suppressing It nog cholera 
may successfully be combated, bow- 
over, by buttressing, as it were, the 
herd so that the germs may net find 
congenial lodging places, — Farmers' 
Voice. ' 

When Ho rata llavtt Indigestion. 

' II or sea are subjcot to attacks of In- 
digestion and sometimes the trouble Is 
almost wholly due to tho bad condition 
of the teeth. Every horse on tho farm 
should have Its teeth examined at in- 
tervals by a competent veterinarian, 
and put in proper condition. If tho 
stomach trouble Is not due to tbo teeth, 
look closely to the diet of the horse. 
Change Its food entirely, nud see that 
tho bowels are In good condition. Add 
frequent feeds of root crops to the 
dully ration. The roughage should uo 
of the best quality, and If It Is hay 
It would be well to try moistening It 
with warm water before feeding, divid- 
ing It Into two parts and feeding one- 
half of It chopped quite fine. '"" 

As a tonic mid digestive give the fol- 
lowing: Take two parts of powdered 
wood charcoal, ono part each of 
powdered hydras tic canadensis and 
ground ginger root, and ouu-haif part 
of bicarbonate of soda. Mix these In- 
gredients thoroughly and put a table- 
spoonful of the mixture lu the ground 
food twice dally. See that the horse 
has proper exercise, and that It Is not 
worked too long or too steadily. The 
stable should be comfortable and well 
ventilated and the bedding ubundaut 

Clavcr In Northern CltmaCea. 

H was found at the North. Dakota 
experiment station that seeding clover, 
or clover and timothy, with a grain 
drill, gives much greater assurance of 
a stand than broadcasting. With one 
exception ..during nine years, medium 
red clover seeded with a nurse crop 
passed through the first winter without 
killing out. Allowing tho second 
growth. to remain as a winter protec- 
tion gave good results lu proven ting 
winterkilling and reinforcing the, stand 
by means of tho now seed. It was. ob- 
served that the average stubble field 
was In inost seasons efficient as u win- 
ter protection. Inspection after each 
ofelsveu winter seasous did not reveal 
a case of heaving by frost Where an 
lco sheet covered tho plants, however, 
the clovers, alfalfa, 1 timothy, and red- 
top were killed out, While bromo grass 
and. the .weed quack .grass had with* 
stood Uils adverse condition. Satisfac- 
tory results, havo .been obtained f row 
using fifteen pounds of clover seed per 
acre, and a mixture of. five 'pounds of 
red clover seed and- eight pounds of 
timothy has given a mixture, of from 
one-half to three-fourths of timothy 
plants l n tho resulting' .stand. Ten 
pounds of Manunoth clover with four 
pounds of timothy seed havo given an 
average of more than three-fourths clo- 
ver, la tho bay, Tie roiulta tor four 
years show. a, difference of only ninety- 
one pounds in the yield of hay from 
medium red clover and from a mixed 
crop of cloverand.tlmoMiy. Bod clover

OR INTERVENTION.

TreBldcnt Hooifevelt lias addressed to 
the Cuban people what practically l« 
an ultimatum. 

Ho declared that n permanent peace 
must at once be arranged In tho I -land 
or else the United States will Inter- 
vene by armed force under the author- 
ity of the I'latt uiiictidmcnt. 

This wus the obvious uud clear-cut 
Intent of a letter diplomatically ad- 
dressed to Senor Questida, the Cuban 
minister, who is now In Lisbon, but 
which, the President lu the body of the 
tetter states, really Is Intended for the 
Cuban government and the Cuban peo- 
ple. In accordance with this specific 
purpose the President says he -huh di- 
rected the letter's "Immediate .publica- 
tion." 

Cuban Government Incapable, 

■President Itoosevelt declares In this f 
letter that /the present Cuban govern*" 
ment, by Its own act and admissions, 
has pro vert Itself Incapable' of main- 
taining order throughout the Island, It 
has fulled to protect the lives uud prop- 
erty either of its own citizens or for- 
eign residents of the Island. 

This condition of anarchy, the Presi- 
dent Insists, must end. The present 
civil war must cease and arrange- 
ments lie made for an Immediate and 
permanent peace. 

In order that nrrnngcmeiitn for such 
peace may be made the President Is 
sending Secretary of War Taft and 
Assistant Secretary of State Bacon to 
Havana. It Is their duty to «ee that 
the necessary arrangements are car- 
ried out. 

To meet any unexpected crisis that 
may arise before peace can be restored 
President Itoosevelt has arranged for 
the Immediate dispatch to Havana of 
six more cruisers nnd 2,000 marines.

The decision to have a force of 2,000 
fighting men ready to Bet foot on Cuban 
sol] at utiy time the altuatlun demands ' 
their presence there Illustrates the 
alarm with which the government 
views the situation In Cuba.

Profits of AlTddlenea, 

Consumers of frwlts and vegetables 
In largo cities are charged high prices 
hy tho hucksters and grocers. lb Chi- 
cago peaches are selling retail for thir- 
ty-fly* or forty cents for a smoll basket 
containing about twenty to twenty-flTo 
peach* i ; other fruits nnd vegetables In 
propoirlon. it- would be Interesting to 
farmers to know Just how much of this 
Is booked as profits. Farmers get no 
such prices; In fact they are lucky if 
they get one-third of the prices now 
prevailing In Chicago, Either some 
class of handlers Is making exorbitant 
profits or there Is an • unnecessary ex*, 
pense attached to the business of dis- 
tribution. It costs money to handle 
produce. It requires storoge, horses 
and men, nnd none of these things are 
cheap In the city, but there Is no good 
reason why the consumer should pay 
three hundred per cent profit on what 
tho farmers sell. — Farm, Field and 
Fireside.

Two. cows cost $10 each a yenr for 
keep, One of them yields 4,000 quarts 
of milk a year, that hrlug $8(1. The 
other yields 1,200 quarts, that bring 
$20. The lntter loses about $14 and 
reduces the gnln on the former from 
$40 to $32. Why do you keep thnt 1,200- 
quart cow? You would be better off with 
tho ono that. clears $40, for you would 
hnvo only half tha Investment, half .the 
work and hnlf tbe feeding, and you 
would gain $14 each year. 

There would be no surplus butter on 
the market for years to come nnd 
prices would rule strong If nil tho 
cows were eliminated which are kept 
at n loss. Dairy farmers have not yet 
half waked up to an understanding of 
the great practical Importance of weed- 
ing out the unprofitable cows from their 
herds. Many a mnn would make a fair 
profit, that now, faces constant lots, If 
lie would keep only such cows ns pay 
n profit on their keep.

The weight of a horse Is an Import- 
ant Item In estimating his value for 
draft purposes, for the flnc-boned horse, 
with well -de v el oped muscles, may do as 
much work ns tho henvy-boned one for 
n short time, and Is even better far road 
purpose. But In plowing, or other 
heavy, stendy drawing, the light horse 
1b less useful. Then, In price, the 
Weight Is nn important Item. If a good 
horse weighs over 2,000 pounds be may 
possibly sell for as much as $1 per 
pound, and from 1,800 to 2,000 pounds, 
for less, the price rapidly declining, 
1,200 to 1,500 pound horses selling nt 
from 10 to 30 cents '.per pound, though 
It Is considerably more than any other 
grade of stock on the farm will bring 
If tbo horses are well bred.

Water Needed by Cora, 
Much Interest has lately been mani- 
fested In determining the exact amount 
of water required for the growth of 
plants. This Is Just as Important In 
tbe east us in tbo Irrigated region, for 
wo often have droughts which made 
necessary tho most careful cultivation 
to prevent plants from suffering. Pro- 
fessor Clothier has found thnt after 
corn becomes two feet high each stalk 
uses up three pounds of water a day 
until 'the ears mature. This Is equiva- 
lent to an inch of rain a week. In 
regions where the average rainfall is 
lower, and where n good, milky quality 
of sweet corn la desired In the garden 
during August nnd September, It Is ob- 
viously necessary to have tho sell in 
the most perfect state of cultivation so 
ns to. retain as much moisture as Is 
needed.

been by guess. 

Beginning with the cotmt of 1836 
tho official reports of Indian popula- 
tion are as follows: In 1800, at tho 
beginning of the civil wer, there wore 
254,200. Twenty years later, In 1880, 
there were 266,127, In 1000 thero wero . 
272,023. To-day, by count of' the In- 
dian agents on the reservations of tho 
country thero nro 284,000 ImllanB.
